CHURCH NOTES. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has received 
from the CGécumenical Greek Patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, Primate of the Orthodox Church, a 
letter communicating the decision of himselt 
and his Synod on the validi of Anglican 
Orders. The letter intimates hat the Holy 
Synod, having given full and due consideration 
to this matter, now formally: and solemniy 
decrees that, “ as before the Orthodox Church, 
the ordinations of the Anglican Episcopal Con- 
fession of Bishops, priests, and deacons possesses 
the same validity as those of the Roman, Old 
Catholic, and Armenian Churches. possess, inas- 
much as all essentials are found in them which 
are held indispensable from the Orthodox point 
of view for the recognition of the Charisma of 
the priesthood derived from Apostolic succes- 
sion.’ This important decree does not, how- 
ever, represent the entire Orthodox Church, but 
only a portion of it. But, even so, it is an 
event of far-reaching’ si nificance, as Constan- 
tinople is the Primatial Throne of the Orthodox 
Church. 

The Bishop of Truro (Dr. Guy Warman), says, 
with reference to the Sunday games :—'' Í can 
conceive of circumstances in which Sunday 
gemes may be legitimate. Í can conceive of cir- 
cumstances in which they are wholly illegitimate. 
I am not going to say yea or nay here, because 
those to whom I write are men and women, 
disciples of Christ, not mere automata victims 
of a rigid system. But, behind each Christian 
rineiple, as behind Christianity itself, there 
— large the principal of sacrifice. It comes 
into every problem of conduct, and counts 
much. It may be it answers the question for 
most of us 4%. not want to be unasind, but 
I have sometimes seen indications that those 
who are most eager for Sunday games are those 
who have leisure to play them during the week. 
I have lots of sympathy for those who are 
living cramped and leisureless lives in our city 
slums—I have little for those whose. idea of life 
is a ratification.”

& Lord Reading’s Task. 


The Earl of Reading’s firm speech at the 
opening of the Council of State and Legis- 
lative Assembly at-Simla, on Tuesday, 
should go a long way towards the restora- 
tion of confidence in the Government of 
India. Ever since Mr. Montagu’s iil- 
starred efforts to appease sedition the 
British people have been very suspicious of 
the Government’s Indian policy. They 
have seen large tracts of fertile country 
over-run by mischief-making agitators. 
During the past few weeks distusb- 
ances have broken out afresh through- 
out the Punjab and in other parts 
of India. Lord Reading admita that 
the natives are dissatisfied, but asserts 
that neither the Imperial nor the Indian 
Government is to blame. The great cry of 
the agitators is that pledges and promises 
have been broken; that India was pro- 
mised full Swaraj in 1917, and was fobbed 
off by Mr. Lloyd George two years after- 
wards with the cautious Government of 
India Act. ‘This assertion is ridiculous. 
The Government of India Act does 
not give India absolute freedom, but it 
offers her every opportunity for self-deve- 
lopment within the British Common- 
wealth. It is not a rigid measure, and is 
capable of almost unlimited expansion as 
time progresses. Lord Reading insisted 
that Britain could go no farther at present. 
The law must be enforced, evil-doers 
must be punished, and order must 
prevail, India, as she stands to-day, 
is a monument to British enterprise 
and British genius. The Raj has trans- 
formed an arid waste into a lovely land of 
plenty, and countless millions of British 


pounds have been expended on its develop-" 


ment. Whether the Turks lose or gain 
Constantinople, therefore—whether the 
Treaty of Sévres is revised or maintained 
in its present form—the Indian malcontents 
must understand that Britain has gone to 
the limit of her concessions. Hencefor- 
ward, as Lord Reading warned the Council 
of State and Legislative Assembly, the law 
must be administered justly and without 
favour. The best interests of ninety-nine 
pen cent. of India’s 500,000,000 inhabitants 
demand firm government, and the Viceroy 
is determined that their welfare, rather 
than the amour propre of a _ handful of 
Babus shall direct British policy, The 
British nation will applaud Lord Reading's 
declaration. India will respect it; for, like 
all Oriental nations, she admires strength 
as much as she despises weakness. 


The Advance of Science. 


The British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science assembled at Hull 
yesterday. Although sixty-nine years 
have passed since the British Association 
last met at Hull, there is present, in the 
person of Sir James Reckitt, who is act- 
ing as a local vice-president, a member 
who attended the previous meeting in 
1853. The strides which science has made 
in the intervening decades could not- be 
better illustrated than by the inaugural 
address of the new President, Sir Charles 
Scott Sherrington. His subject was 
“Some Aspects of Animal Mechanism.” 
Sixty-nine years ago it was generally 
assumed by biologists that the mechanical 
functions of the living organism were 
wholly subordinate to the control or 
driving force of some extra-physical power. 
The physical unit through which the vital 
force was supposed to act was the cell, 
and no distinction was made between one 
cell and another, between brain and bone, 
nerve and sinew. The brain was con- 
ceived to be the seat from which the 
directing force operated, and, though 
reflex action ‘was recognised as a fact, its 
significance as a clue to the co-ordinative 
impulses was unknown. Nevertheless, it 
would be overstating the case to say that 
the biologist’s attitude towards animal 
mechanism has undergone a complete 
change. He has found that mechanism 
to be far more complicated than he had 
supposed—so complicated, in fact, that he 
cannot even pretend to have probed all its 
extent or correlative significance. As the 
mechanism reveals itself to be more 
perfect and more minute, the additional 
mechanical impulse which it is necessary 
to postulate becomes, not, indeed, of less 
importance, but less distributive. Instead 
of pulling a multitude of levers, it is now 
realised that the engineer of the corporeal 
mechanism touches a single button. 
Whence he comes, however, and whither 
he goes are secrets that science is no 
nearer to fathoming than it was in the 
days of the Greek philosophers. 


German Silk-worms. 


The latest putsch of the persevering 
Teuton aims at nothing less than the 
capture of the silk-producing industry. 
Frederick the Great introduced the silk- 
worm into Prussia along with a number 
of other novelties, and made extensive 
plantings of mulberry trees for . their 
sustenance. The foolish worms fdiled to 
appreciate the blessings of the old Ger- 
man kultur and languished, and the pro- 
jected industry with them. Now, however, 
the Germans propose to cet about the 
business of silk-growing in earnest, FEx- 
perts have been employed ; women’s silk- 
growing clubs have been formed; and 
Germany hopes to become “one of the 
most important silk-producing countries 
in the world.’’ It is early, however, 
to assume success. The silk-growing in- 
dustry involves more than a mere winding 
of the good German silk from the kolossal 
coccoons of Cossus Teutonicus. Not so 
long ago all the skill of a Pasteur was 
needed to save the French silk-worms 
from complete extermination by a para- 
sitic scourge, At the present day the 
worm-breeding industry is not carried on 
successfully in any country where the 
climate is as cold in winter and as dry in 
summer as is that of Germany. It does 
not follow, however, that the thing cannot 
be done.

General Holmes, whose death at a nursing 
hospital in Dublin was announced yesterday, 
had a very distinguished military career. fhe 
entered the Army in 1885, and served in the 
North-West Frontier, India, 1897-8, receiving a 
medal with two clasps.

MAY LEAD A UNITED LIBERAL 
PARTY. 


The Central News Political Correspondent 
writes:—Interest in  to-morrow’s Cabinet 
meeting on the Near East ts not confined to the 
intrinsic merits of the Greek and Turkish situa- 
tion. but is also related to Mr: Lloyd George s 
future. Those who are in close touch with 
the varying states of opinion among politicians 
would not be surprised if divergent views in the 
Cabinet on any subject precipitated a rupture 
of the Coalition, even before Parliament is due 
to assemble in November Minsters are not 
unanimous on the policy to pursue in the Near 
East. The anticipation of a General Election 
in January is inspired as a »ssibility, on the 
assumption that the split is deferred for a few 
months. The shaping of events to this consum- 
mation depends, however, on what Mr. Lloyd 
George decides that his future ought to be. 

The most generally adopted unalysis of a 
complicated situation in the clubs, where its 
developments are followed from day to day, is 
that Mr. Lloyd George will resign, and advise 
that Mr. Bonar Law should be sent for and 
asked to form a Government; that Mr. Law, as 
the leader most likely to reconcile the two 
wings of the Unionist Party, would carry on a 
Unionist Administration, and go to the country 
after the Budget. Meanwhile Mr. Lloyd 
George would have rested, in order te ro-emerge 
as leader of a united Liberal Party,

A COUNCIL OF PEACE, 


DR. JOWETT’S PROPOSAL, 


The Rey. Dr. Jowett, writing in this week's 
issue of the British Weekly, declares that 
politicians have failed in establishing a 
righteous peace, and adds :—* In every nation I 
would have representative leaders of the 
Christian Church meeting together, not m 
eouncils of war, but in councils of peace, to 
express the luminous principles of Our Lord on 
some of the grave matters which are now plung- 
ing the world in confusion and strife.” 

Dr. Jowett calls for a council of peace in 
Iondon, with delegates from every part of the 
Empire, the delegates to be distinguished 
Christian men, not merely drawn from ranks 
of ecclesiastics, but also from the wider realms 
of Commerce and Art, Literature and Labour. 

The British Weekly publishes some sixty 
messages of approval of Dr. Jowett’s ,roposal, 
received from the Archbishop. of Armagh, the 
Bishops of London and Manchester, the Dean of 
St. Paul's, Dr. Clifford, and others.

IRELAND'S 


MORAL ASPECTS OF THE 
SITUATION, 

The Bishop of Kilmore, Elphin, and Ardagh, 
in the course of his address at Boyle Synod 
meeting, said that they had met again in very 
sad and terrible times. The dark clouds which 
for some years had overhung their country and 
Church showed. as yet, no signs of breaking, 
and the silver fining was still hidden. 

Many of their people had suffered, and were 
suffering, cruel wronga both in person and pro- 
perty, and some of their parishes had been 
thereby sadly depleted, notably the Parish of 
Mount Talbot. 

They had not to mourn the death of any 
momber of the Synod during the year, but he 
was sure that ha expressed their feelings. when 
he said that their hearis went out to Mr. 
Talbot in his deep affliction, brought about, as 
it was, in such a cruel way, and how deeply 


they felt that the persecution to which he had: 


heen subjected had forced him to leave his old 
home and the diocese, 

His lordship felt it difficult to speak on the 
state of their unhappy country lest any word 
of his might tend to inflame the passions and 
increase the bitterness and hatred which so 
unhaprily existed. All good citizena, not to say 
Christians, should seek im every way they could 
to allay such passions and bring about peace 
and coodwill 

CHANGED CHARACTER, 

The saddest aspeat of the present state of the 
country was the moral one. If it was true—and 
was it not true ?—that the greatest asset of 
their country was the character of ita people, 
what hope could they have for the country until 
the character of its people changed ? 

They eaw them both in the South and North 
split up into different factions, each viewing 
the other with bitterness and hatred, with the 
result that crime was rampant, law-abiding 
eople were terrorised, and human life counted 
for little. 

Force should be used to put down crime, but 
ferce would not of itself bring about goodwill 
or a stable peace. Ferce could put down crime 
for the time, and should sometimes be used, but 
to effect a «ure there should be the recuperat- 
ing rowers in the body politic itself—the eli- 
mination of suspicion and bitterness and the 
active exhibition of confidence and goodwill. 
_A large part of the youth of our country had 
become demoralised, and until the spirit that 
was in them would change they could not hope 
for a stable peace, or for any prosperity for 
their country. 

It behoved all men of goodwill, no matter 
to what religious denomination they belonged, 
to exercise all their influence against the sus 
picion, bitterness, and hatred which were so 
rampant, and @hus when crime was suppreseed 
bring about a stable peace. : 

TWO GOVERNMENTS, 

It seemed to him that it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to have settled peace in their 
country under the dual system of 
Southern and Northern Kingdoms. If peace were 
concluded in the morning, friction would soon 
arise again from suspicion and jealousy—bitter- 
ness aggravated by differences of administration 
and commercial complications. 

The action of the Republican Party would 
almost seem to have been purposely directed to 
prevent the Northern Kingdom from joining the 
Southern. At any rate, it certainly had had 
that effect, and they could not be surprised. 

In the Southern Kingdom, those who had been 
opposed to Home Rule have loyally accepted 
the change, no matter how greatly they dislike 
it, and have shown that they are prepared to 
assist the Provisional Government in any way 
that they are permitted, whereas the mimority 
in the Northern Kingdom—those who are in 
sympathy with a Republice—unlike the minortty 
in the South, had apparently set themselves to 
make the Northern Government impossible. 

The late General Collins said: 
fighting was to continue an artificial trench 
would be created around the six counties, which 
would make partition permanent.” 

They may he thankful that things have so 
much improved of late in the Northern Fing- 
dom, and earnestly prayed that the leaders 
of both parties will be able to keep their 
followers in control. © 


DEAD LEADERS. 


The death of Mr. Griffith and the murder of 
General Collins were deeply to be regretted. To 
say so did not mean that they thought anything 
the less badly of the means hy which they came 
into power, but during the short time that they 
were at the head of the Government they showed 
that they were anxious to rule with justice and 
fairness. 

Humanelv speaking, it seemed that in their 
leadership lav the brightest prospect of their 
country becoming peaceful again.

LONDON LETTER. 


TO-DAY'’S CABINET MEETING, 
————@———— 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 

The Prime Minister will be in London 
to-morrow for the Cabinet Council, and 
there will be as full an attendance of 
Ministers as possible. Only Lord Balfour 
and Dr. Fisher. who are in Switzerland, 
will be unable to attend. It is said that 
the draft reply to M. Poincare s note has 
already been prepared, and that it will be 
approved to-morrow, though “it may, of 
course, be altered in detail, At present at 
is favourable to the general and more im 
ortant points advanced on behalf of the 
French Government. It is now considered 
certain that there will be an Allied con- 
ference on the whole question of repara- 
tions and Allied debts some time next 
month. 

The Greek situation is also to come up 
for consideration to-morrow, and it 1s 
thought. that the proceedings on this ques 
tion may not be quite as harmonious as ol 
the other. Mr. Lloyd George has been 
rather pro-Greek, but some of his col 
leagues are by no means so friendly to 
King “Tino” and his people. In fact, 
they are said to suggest that the Prime 
Minister has given more encouragement to 
the Greeks than was reasonable. It is pro 
bable, however, that the Cabinet will agree 
generally to the idea of an armistice until 
the International Conierence at 
Venice has taken place.

If the winter is mild, there should be a 
good deal of employment in the building 
trade; for, now that prices have come 
down, many private individuals are ready 
to give out work that has hitherto been im- 
possible, while public bodies can afford to 
go ahead with their housing schemes. The 
Barnet Council has just accepted a tender 
for the erection of twelve workmen's dwell 
ings at £357 each, including roads and 
sewers, which seems almost incredibly 
cheap, as compared with the last year's 


price of £922 apiece. 
SATURDAY'S PARLIAMENT.

Whereas under the former rregimé there were 
fiftean Ministers, there will in future be only 
nine, the difference being accounted for by the 
combination of some Ministries and the aboli- 
tion of others It will be seen that there 1s 
practically no new blood im the Cabinet, but 
under the present arrangement room can easily 
be made for new Ministers, if, and when, occa- 
gion arises. 

It igse-— almost certain thot Professor 
Haves, formerly Dail Minister of Education, who 
was not a member of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, will be elected as Speaker. There seems 
to be some doubt whether the Muiunistry of 
Foreign Affairs will he preserved as a separate 
Department, or whether it will be merged into 
another Ministry.

ALL HOPE ABANDONED. 


_——— 
SAD SCENES AT THE 
PITHEAD. 


———— 


With the recovery of twenty-five bodies 
early yesterday morning all hope as to the 
safety of the remaining fourteen colliers in 
the Whitehaven Colliery was abandoned. 
Even the pale and wan relatives who 
waited patiently in a drizzling rain 
throughout the long night hours gradually 
dispersed with bowed heads to silent and 
cheerless homes. By daylight only a corps 
of journalists and photographers occupied 
the pit yard, over which hung a death-like 


silence. 

Underground the tired and perspiring rescue 
parties continued toiling to clear huge falls o 
stone and earth, but progress was continuously 
slow, and not until late in the afternoon were 
any of the remaining entombed men reached. 
Then two badly mutilated bodies not yet iden- 
tified were conveyed from the pit shaft to the 
engine room, which temporarily serves as a 
mortuary. Yesterday very few people visited 
the scene of the catastrophe, and only workers 
suprlying the needs of the rescue parties were 


visible. 

Interviewed yesterday afternoon, Robert 
Applethwaite, a drifter, one of those who 
escaped from another district in the pit, states 
that he was sitting down to eat his. bait 
when the explosion occurred about a mile away. 
It was a tremendous “ biff.” The air seemed to 
stop circulating instantly, and then the place 
began to fill with smoke and dust, which 
speedily grew denser, and rendered them faint 
and dizzy. They could not get up the back 
drift because of the clouds of choking smoke 
and blinding dust, and so their party of fourteen 
drifters made along the front drift, which was 
freer of smoke and dust, to the shaft and 
safety. Here they arrived dazed, shaken, and 
en ered. Henderson, of Burnhill Colliery, 
who is in charge of a special relief party, told 
a Press representative that he had been down 
the rit continuously from 9.30 on Tuesday might 
to 11.30 yesterday morning. ' We have, he 
said, ‘done all that is humanly possible. We 
have been as far as we can go in the workings, 
but the men who were there when the explosion 
occurred were buried by tremendous falls of 
roof, which, it appears to me, cannot be moved 
for days. As we progressed through different 
smaller falls we saw miners’ lamys gleaming in 
the distance, and wondered whether, after all, 
some of the men were living, but in every case 
we discovered the bodies of the owners of the 
lamps. The men had been crushed to death by 
the falls.” 

Colliery officials are completely nonplussed as 
to the cause of the explosion, and in the almost 
certain eventuality of not a single living man 
being found in the fatal area no direct evidence 
on the point is likely. 

Many sympathetic telegrams from all over 
Great Britain have been received by the Mayor 
of Whitehaven, who has opened a fund for the 
relief of the families of the lost men. Among 
the messages received was the following from 
Mr. Bridgeman, Secretary for Mines, addressed 
to the Chief Inspector of Mines at the pit :— 

“ Just heard of terrible disaster. Please con- 
ver to sufferers and bereaved my heartfelt sym- 
pathy, and to rescue-workers my admiration of 
their heroic efforts.”’ 

The inquest on the twenty-seven recovered 
bodies was opened yesterday evening at the pit- 
head br Mr. Marley, Deputy Coroner for West 
Cumberland. Lord Lonsdale. owner of the 
mines, was represented by Mr. Manson, his 
Whitehaven agent, who, on his behalf expressed 
sympathy with the relatives of the victims, and 
added that his lordship. on hearing of the 
disaster, offered to proceed at once to the scene 
if he would be of any service. i 

Mr. Ormrod, who represented the colliery 
company, also voiced the deep regret and sorrow 
which the calamity had caused the directors and 
management. He hoped that the relatives would 
find some small consolation in their sorrow “In 
the knowledge that thev had the sympathy ot 
everyone connected with the company. 

Evidence of id@entificetion was then taken. 
The bodies were viewed in the engine house, 
many having already been enclosed in coffins. 
In the case of an elderly man named Thomas 
Corlett, his nephew identified the body by means 
of his tights and belt, while the remains of 
Thomas Haig. a hewer, were identified by his 
widow through bis clogs. stockings and tights. 

The inquiry was adjourned to September 

th. 


Meny of the hodies were renioved to the homes 
of the bereaved yesterday evening.

A VETERINARY SURGEON'S*

GREEK COMMANDER REPORTED 
CAPTURED. 


Reuter's Constantinople Correspondent tele- 
graphing last night states that the following 
message from a Kemalist source has been 
published there:—The latest reports from 
authorised sources state that the Kemalist 
troops have occupied Mazelli, Aidin, and Soma, 
and are marching on Bergema. One Army 
commander, two corps commanders, and five 
Greek colonels were taken prisoners on Sep- 
tember 2nd, while other prisoners taken by 
the Turks included 400 officers and 10,000 men. 

General Mustapha Kemal has treated cap- 
tured Greek generals with courtesy, and has 
permitted them to correspond with their 
families. 

A rumour is current in Constantinople that 
the Kemalists have captured General: Tricoupis, 
= iamh Greek Commander-in- 
Chief, 

The evacuation of Brusa by the Greeks 1s 
confirmed. The fighting was very severe, and 
for the most part bayonets were used, The 
Greeks suffered heavy iosses. 

All classes of the population are jubilant 
over the Greek reverses in Asia Minor, and the 
prospect of the recovery of Turkey's lost pro- 
pert there. Exultation has, however, beon 
ept within bounds, and there are no reports 
of hostility being shown towards the inhabi- 
tanis of other nationalities. 

It is declared that the Turkish success will 
not be followed by fresh claims, but that on 
the contrary, Turkey will be ready to guarantee 
the rights of minorities, and agree to other 
reasonable conditions likely to be put forward, 
provided that they are compatible with her in- 
dependence and respect for the integrity of 
her national freedom. 

Telegraphic communication with Angora has 
been restored, and traffic has been resumed 
with Anatolian ports on the Black Sea.

ATHENS, Tuesday. 

According to statements made here, the mili- 
tary situation continues to improve, and the 
change in the command appears to have made 
a favourable impression. 

The position of the southern forces at 
Alashehr is considered to be secure from every 
point of view. 

M. Theotokis, Minister of War, and General 
Dousnianis, Chief of the General Staff, left this 
evening for Smyrna to confer with General 
Tricoudt, the new Commander-in-Chief, on the

VENICE CONFERENCE, 


EARLIER DATE PROBABLE. 


The Rome Trihuna states that the Venice 
Conference will probably be held, not at the 
beginning of October, as first stated, but at the 
as gar of the second half of September. 

n view of the gravity of the recent events 
it seems probable thaé not only the High Com 
missioners of the Allied Powers ai Constan- 
tinople, but also members of the EZntente 
Governmente will be present at the meeting. 

These events also render it essential that 
rapid decisions should he reached. It is be- 
lieved that Signor Schanzer will receive the re- 
presentatives of the Angora Government, who 
are at present in Rome in a day or two. 

The following statement was issued in French 

circles in Paris last night:—Although the 
strictest reticence is still observed in diplomatic 
Ea regarding the terms of the French 
sovernment’s reply to the English Note regard- 
ing an armistice between Greece and Turkey, 
it is rumoured that the French Government has 
declared that it also is desirous of stopping .s 
soon as possible the conflict between Greece and 
iurkey, and of preventing any further blood- 
shed. : 

lt is stated, however, to have added that it 
does not, for the moment, perceive any method 
of exercising direct pressure on the Angora 
Government with a view to obtaining a suspen- 
gion of hostilities, although it is quite ready to 
consider favourably any practical suggestion 
which might be made with this object.

"Lord Reading's address at the opening of 

the Legislature in Simla on Tuesday con- 
tained a warning and an appeal. 

He said that there was no ground for 
apprehension that the British Government 
would change its declared policy towards 
India. Certain elements had, however, 
resorted to acts of violence. 

Law and order must be respected. India 
had a great future before it, and he ap- 
pealed to the legislators to lend their 
influence and authority to help the country 
forward. 


POLICY UNCHANGED. 
WARNING TO MISCHIEVOUS 
ELEMENTS. 

SIMLA, Tuesday 

The Council Chamber was crowded to its 
utmost capacity when Lord Reading opened the 
session of the Council of State and Legislative 
Assembly to-day. 

The Viceroy alluded to the Prince of Wales's 
visit, which, he said, had demonstrated the 
loyalty of the Indian people to the King- 
Emperor. 

Reviewing the important events of the past 
year, Lord Reading said that a revision of the 

reaty of Sévres was the uppermost matter in 
their minds. The Government of India had 
done its utmost to represent most strongly to 
the Imperial Government the reasonable aspira- 
tion of Indian Moslems, and he believed that 
the latter recognised that the Government had 
done its utmost in this direction. 

Referring to the doubts expressed in con- 
nection with the British Government's pro- 
clamation of its policy and the Government of 
India Act, 1919, the Viceroy sail that he bad 
searched for grounds for those doubts and sus- 
picions, but hed failed to find any reasonable 
pledge basis for them. 

No promise had been broken, no pledge had 
been violated, either by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment or the Indian Government. Both Gosern- 
ments had acted in accordance with promises 
and pledges given. 

Lord Reading alluded to acts of violence on 
the part of a section of the people, and said 
that the mischief was deliberately done, and in 
spite of the solemn warning that he had ven- 
tured to give of its inevitable effect upon the 
British people and the British Parliament. 

Turning to the future, the Viceroy said that 
if they were to secure that progress which they 
all desired, they must create an atmosphere in 
which it could develop There must be respect 
for law and order and support for the consti- 
tuted authority and established government. 
They must make the masses feel assured that 
the first motive of all their actions was their 
ultimate well-being. 

The task was not easy, but he was contident 
that their efforts would be successful. He 
appealed to them to lend their irfluence and 
authority to help India forward to the attain- 
ment of her ultimate aims and the great place 
that awaited her within the Empire.—(Reuter.)

EUROPE'S TROUBLES, 


“LEAGUE MUST DO SOME- 
THING.” 
GENEVA, Wednesday, 

At the League of Nations assembly to-day 
Lord Robert Cecil, after referring to the nume- 
rous questions constituting a danger to the 
European States which the League had settled, 
suggested, in regard to the Sarre question, the 
appointment of a League representative in 
agreement with the Administrative Counc! of 
the Sarre basin, with a view to establishing 
co-operation between the two bodies. 

He surveyed the work of the technical bodies 
connected with the League, and then asked— 
Had the League fully attained the object for 
which, wnder the Covenant, it was croated? 
Could its activity not extend to all grave 
questions, such as the Turco-Greek conflict? 
Why had the League not intervened in the 
inte ional negotiations that, without vositive 
results, had been started on the mas er of 
Russian questions and its complications, on 
which the Genoa and The Hague Conferences 
had accomplished nothing? 

As to the economic crisis which was threaten- 
ing the world, the reparations and debts ques- 
tions, they were not much nearer @ settlement 
than at the time of the armistice. 

That state of things could not continue. The 
solution of the crisis was an affair of all the 
nations of the world, and the League ought to 
participate in it. They ought to do something 
before separating: otherwise disappointment 
and disillusionment would be great in all 
quarters. 

If it wanied to come to anything, the League 
must be all or nothing. They must make pro- 
nouncements, not content themselves with deal- 
ing with secondary matters, but carry out the 
aspirations outlined by the Covenant, and they 
ought to take over all the responsibilities laid 
upon them by that Covenant. 

hey must act. If they did not take the 
initiative they would never come to anything. 

Lord Robert Cecil's speech was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

After discussing the ‘African spirit traffic and 
slavery questions, the League 
to-morrow.

To-day’s first meeting of the Belgian delegates 
with Herr Wirth and Dr. Hermes, although a 
preliminary one, nevertheless showed that the 
Belgian and German ¢étart!Ing points are identi- 
cal, thus affording good hope to both sides of 
reaching an agreement. 

To-morrow Dr. Hermes will announce the

M. Bemelmans, the second Belgian delegate, 
in the course of a conversation with Reuter’s 
Correspondent this evening, explained that what 
the Belgians wanted was effective guarantees.

He, personally, was optimistic regarding the 
outcome of the negotiations, which he expected 
would be concluded by Saturday. 

M. Bemelmans declared that there was mo 
question at present of gold security, though it 
was possible that a small amount of gold might 
be required. 

Finally, he added that the settlement of this 
question of guarantees would afford a respite for 
six months, during which preparations would be 
undertaken for a future big conference, which 
would attempt to complete the work initiated 
by the recent decision of the Repgrations Com- 
mission.—(Reuter.)

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


In the absence of fyller particulars, it would 
be rash to form an ‘6pinion on the economic 
merits or demerits of the agreement signed by 
Herr Stinnes and the Marquis de Lubersac, the 
President of the General Federation of Co- 
operatives, for the reconstruction of the devas- 
tated regions. The scheme may be of real 
benefit to France, and it will, doubtless, bring 
protits—perhaps, even large profits—to some of 
the promoters and undertakers, in addition to 
the stipulated six per cent. 

lt will have been observed, for example, that 
Herr Stinnes bargains for a diminution of the 
monthly deliveries of coal to France as indis- 
pensable for the execution of the project. 
Again, the Confederation will enjoy the right 
of designating the German firms to whom 
orders are to be given. But these are details. 
Almost any scheme which will promote the 
payment of reparations to France in kind is 
economically desirable, subject to one condi- 
tion. The condition, it need hardly be said, 
is that the money to be paid to Herr Stinnes 
and his colleagues by Germany for the per- 
formances of their contract shall be money 
raised by fresh taxation, and not by fresh in- 
flation. That is vital; for its inflation, and 
not reparations, which is the real cause of 
Germany’s deplorable and dangerous financial 
situation. 

The present project may be quite un- 
objectionable, even from the political side, con- 
cludes The Times. M. Poincaré and the 
Chambers will, doubtless, see to that before it 
is irrevocably sanctioned. But German finance 
and German political aggression have always 
been closely allied, and in no man has their 
intimate alliance been so conspicuous of late 
as in Herr Hugo Stinnes.

MECHANISM OF THE 
BODY. 


Sherrington, in his presi- 
for his subject: “ Some 
Aspects of Anunal Mechanism.’’ He opened 1 
by putting the question: “Is the living 
organism a machine: Is life the running of a 
mechanism?" The answer, he remarked, could 
not certainly be as short as the question, Our 
ewn body was full of exquisite mechanism, and 
each insight into mechanism revealed more 
mechaniem still to know. But knowledge with- 
out making for complexity made also “or simpli- 
fication. There seemed promise of simplification 
as to the mechanism of refiex action... Reflex 
action with surprising nicety called into play 
just the appropriate muscles, and adjusted them 
in time and im the suitable grading of their 
strength to pull. The property of grading im- 
pulses promised a complete key to reflex action 
if taken along with one another. As pointed 
out by Professor Alexander Forbes, it might 
be that the nerve impulse was the one and only 
reaction throughout the whole nervous system, 
central and periphoral, trains of impulses inter- 
fering, colliding, and over-running as ther 
travelled along the inter-connected branches of 
the conductive network. In this might lie, said 
the President, the secret of the co-ordination o* 
the reflexes. Fuller knowledge of the mechanism 
of the nervous impulse, many of whose physical 
properties were now known, a reaction open. ta 
study in the simplest units of the nervous 
system, thus led to a view of nervous function 
throughout “that much simpler than 
formerly obtained. 

The nervous system in iis repair, as in its 
original growth, showed us a mechanism work- 
ing through phases of non-functioning prepara- 
tion in order to fore-stall and meet a future 
function. The hdw of its working was at pre- 
sent chiefly traceable to us in the eteps of its 
results rather than in comprehension of its in- 
timate reactions; as to its mechanism, perhaps 
the point of chief import for them there was 
that those who were closest students of it still 
regarded it as a mechanism. But if to know 
was to know the causes thev must confess to 
want of knowledge of how its mechanism was 
contrived The practical man had to accept 
nervous functions as a condition for mental 
function without breaking his heart over ignor- 
ance of their conception. The doctor, the 
lawyer, all accepted it. They knew that with 
structural derangement or destruction of cer- 
tain parts of the brain went mental derange- 
ment or defect, while derangement or destruc- 
tion of other paris was not eo accompanied. 
The nervous was that bodily system 
whose special office from its earliest appear- 
ance onward throughout evolutionary history 
had been more and more to weld together the 
body's component parts into one consolidated 
mechanism reacting as a unity to the changeful 
world about it. If, more than any other eystem, 
had constructed out of a collection of organs 
an individual of unified act and experience. 
That it was in this system that mind, as ther 
knew if, had had its heginning and with the 
progressive development of the system had step 
for step developed, was surely significant. 


THE ACTION OF THE MIND. 


It was to the psychologist that they muet 
turn to learn in full the contribution made to 
the integration of the anima! individyal br 
mind, but each of them could, without being « 
professed psychologist, yet recognise one 
achievement. in that direction which menta! 
endowment had produced. Made up of myriads 
of microscopic cell-lives, individually born, feed. 
ing and breathing individually within the beodv, 
each one of us nevertheless appeared to be to 
himself a separate entity, a umty experiencing 
and acting ag one individual. True, each 
one of us was in some sense not ona 
self, but a multiple system of selves. Yet, 
pomted out the President, how closely 
those selves were united and integrated to one 
personality. Even in those extremes of so- 
called double rersonality one of their myatify 
ing features was that the individual seemed to 
himself at any one time wholly either this per- 
sonality or that, never the two commingled. The 
view that regarded hysteria as a mental dissocia- 
tion illustrated the integrative trend of the total 
healthy mind. Circumstances could stress in 
the individual some, perhaps, lower - instinctive 
tendency that conflicted with what might be 
termed his normal personality. This latter to 
master the conflicting trend could judge it im 
relation to his main self's general ethical ideals 
and duties to self and to the community. Thus 
intellectuahsing it, he could destroy it or con 
sciously subordinate it to some aim in harmony 
with the rest of the individual. But if the 
morbid situation were too strong, or the mental 
self too weak,-instead of thue assimilating the 
contentious element the mind might shun, ar, so 
to say, endeavour to ignore it. That way 
pointed to danger. The normal action of the 
mind was to make up from its comronents one 
unified personality. When they remembered the 
manifold complexity of composition of the 
human individual could they observe a greater 
instance of solidarity of working of an organiem 
than that presented by the human individual 
intent and concentrated, as the phrase went, 
upon some higher act of strenuous will? Physio 
logically the supreme develapment of the brain, 
psychologicaliy the mental powers attached 
thereto, seemed to repreeent from the bhi logics! 
standpoint the very culmination of the inte- 
gration of the animal organism 

When thev reviewed as far as they could 
judge it the distribution of mind within tho 
range of animal forms ther met two peaks ou 
its develowment—one in insect life, the other In 
the vertebrate, with its acme finally in man. 
The greatest social anima! was man, the power 
that made him so were mental. Language, tra 
dition, instinct for the preservation of the com- 
munity as well as for the preservatian of the 
individual. Reason actuated by emotion and 
sentiment and controlling and welding egorstic 
and altruistic instinete into one broadly har- 
monious metinctive rational behaviour Just As 
the organisation of the cell colony into av ani 
mal individual received its highest contribution 
from the nervous system so the further con 
tinuing of ‘animal individuals into a multi-indi 
vidual organisni, a social community, merging 
the intereste of the individual into the interests 
of the group, was due to the nervous systems 
crowning attributes, the mental. The biological 
study of it was essentially psychological; it waa 
the scope and ambit of social psychology. Not 
the least important form of social psychology 
was that dealing with the stresses and demands 
that organised industry made upon the indit- 
ual as a unit of the community im our day and 
with the readjustments it asked from that com. 
munity. 


AN AMBITIOUS PROBLEM. 


Great differences of difficulty, therefore, ¢on- 
fronted the understanding of different aspects 
of animal life. concluded the President. . Yet 
the living creature wae fundamentally a unity. 
Tn trying to make the how of an anime) exis- 
tence intelligible to their imperfect knowledge 
they had for purposes of study to separate its 
whole into part-aspects, and part-mechanisms, 
but that separation was artificial. It wae as a 
whole, a single entity, that the animal, or, for 
that matter, the plant, had finally and essen- 
tially to be envisaged. They could not really 
understand ite one part without its other. 
Could they suppose a unified entity which, was 
part mechanism and part not? One privilege 
open to the human intellect was to attempt te 
comprehend, not leaving out of account any of 
its properties, the how of the living oreature a+ 
a whole. The. problem was ambi but its 
importance aud ite reward were ail the greater

IRISH COUNTY. SURVEYORS’ 
EXPENSES. 


— 


The following letter has been sent to the 
Secretaries of the Irish County Councils by the 
Local Government Department, Dublin :— 

Proposals of such a varied naiure in connec- 
tion with the supply of motor vehicles and pay- 
ment of travelling expenses to County and Dis- 
trict Surveyors have been submitted by County 
Councils to this Department recently that it 
is deemed advisable to issue a general direction 
on the matter. The Department is not pre- 
pared to sanction the purchase. of motor vehicles 
to be supplied free to Surveyors, nor will it 
sanction the payment of a bulk sum in lieu 
of travelling expenses. The Department will 
sanction payment of travelling expenses only to 
Surveyors who provide and use motor vehicles 
for the discharge of their duties. Payment 
must be made on a mileage basis, to be vouched 
weekly on Roads Department Form R. 1 (copy 
herewith), and paid monthly by County Coun- 
cil. Until further notice the scale allowed shall 
be:—Sd. per statute mile where Surveyors use 
their own motor cars ; 4d. per statute mile where 


cars. First-class rail fare and a subsistence 
allowance of 20s. per night of unavoidable 
absence from home may be allowed when Sur- 
veyors have to leave their counties for law 
cases, conferences, etc., but no allowance for 
local travelling by rail will be sanctioned. To 
enable a Surveyor to purchase a motor vehicle, 
the County Council may advance a loan free of 
interest, repayable in four years, quota to he 
deducted from each monthly payment of Sur- 
veyor’s salary, The Surveyor must pay motor 
tax each January, which the Council will 1¢- 
fund on production of receipt. He shall also 
insure the motor vehicle to the full extent of 
its value in the joint names of the Council 
and himself until the loan is paid off, the policy 
to be deposited with County Council.

IRISH COAL SUPPLIES. 


At this season, when public bodies and in- 
dustrial firms are considering the matter of lay- 
ing in stocks of fuel for the winter months, 
several facts of importance to Irish business 
men are revealed in the Board of Trade Mines 
Department reports, showing the output, cost 
of production, etc., in the coal mining industry 
of the United Kingdom for the quarter ended 
3let March, 1922, the latest period for which 
figures are Officially available. The galient 
facts are that, compared with 1921, there were 
193,000 fewer workpeople employed, and the 
output was increased by 3,738,000 tons. The 
output per worker was, in fact, raised by 12 
tons. wages costs, at  £34,827,000, was 
about half that of a year ago, when it ex- 
ceede | £70,000,000. The net cost of production 
was 20s. 5d. r ton less than in the same 
period of 1921, and last year’s loss of 6s. lid. 

r ton was this year turned into a profit of 
s. kd. A steady expansion in the export trade 
is ehown, and the depression in home trade is 
revealed by the use of five million tong fewer 
than in 1921 and eight million tons fewer than 


in 


The average annual output of the British 
miner is in marked contrast with that of the 
United States. In the former it was 
tons in 1915, and dropped steadily to 182 tons 
in 1920, but has now risen to 223 tons. In the 
United States the output per man in 1915 was 
681 tons, in 1918 768, and in 1920 declined to 
743. The difference ie largely due to the 
greater use of machine mining in the States. 

In Ireland 25,000 tons of coal is raised by 
home collieries in the course of a year, and 
4,000,000 tons are imported. Quite recently at one 
of the leading Irish collieries the output has been 
largely increased by the introduction of electric 
cutters, and now 200 tons a day is sent to the 
surface, compared with 50 to 100 tons a few 
months ago. Irish coal is specially suitable for 
malting, and as the malting season is at hand 
it ig notable that the price of Irish malimg 
coal free on rail to Dublin is about 50s. per 
ton, as against 78s. per ton for Welsh malting 
coal. Irish coal is also consumed in ont a 
quantities by, public institutions such as work- 
houses, laundries, mills, etc., and ancient pre- 
judices against the home-produced commodity 
are gradually breaking down with experience 
of its use. 

At the present time transit and other difficul- 
ties tend to prevent people in the country lay- 
ing in the usual winter stocks of coal, but peat 
merchants find that they have all the business 
they can cope with.
